He resigned as attorney general 
March 28, 1924, at the behest of 
President Coolidge during a sen- 
ate committee investigation of al- 
leged misconduct in office. 

He never was convicted of any- 
thing, and in summing up his ca- 
reer in January, 1940, remarked: 

“What I did was done in the in- 
terest of the American people and 
my action was sustained by the 
courts. Notwithstanding the abuse 
I received, I can say now that 
given the same circumstances I 
would not change an official or 
personal act of mine while I was 
attorney general. 

“That’s a clear conscience for 
you.”

New Things for Old 


In English cities, where generations of peo- 
ple have accustomed themselves to things old 
and mellow, and like it and prefer it, new 
buildings generally arise when the exigencies 
of fire and wear demand it.

It was once a fort, built by the United States 
government 133 years ago. Later, it was pre- 
sented to the city of New York as an audi- 
torium—‘Castle Garden” it was called. It lay 
upon a little off-shore island then, reached by

brought it well within present-day 
Park. 

Many famous people were welcomed there—

POLITICAL STRATEGY WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Reasons 


of strategy guided President Roose- 
velt in his decision to ask for piecemeal revision of the neutrality 
act rather than outright repeal. 

Although making it clear that he felt an imperative need exists 
for lifting the restrictions against the movement of American ves- 
sels in defined war zones, the President in his message to congress 
confined his specific recommendations to a request that the law 
be amended to permit arming of our merchant ships. 

Had he sought to link both propositions in a single bill, or asked 
for outright repeal of the outworn statute, isolationist elements 
would have been a greater rallying point of opposition. The debate 
would have been more prolonged, more intense, and the outcome 
less-certain, 


QUICK APPROVAL LIKELY As it is, all advance polls of 

the membership of both 
houses indicate that the proposal’ of arming merchantmen will 
be given fairly speedy approval by comfortable majorities. Even 
such a rabid noninterventionist as Representative Hamilton Fish, 
of New York, who has opposed practically every phase of the ad- 
ministration’s foreign policy, has indicated that he finds no fault 
with. the proposition. He previously had said, along with others 
of the group, that any move at repeal would be construed in the 
same light as a formal declaration of war. 

What the President has done, therefore, is to choose the more 
strongly supported amendment for his first showdown with the iso- 
lationists over the law. It leaves him in position to select his own 
time for pressing other and more controversial amendments. The 
delay will enable him to take advantage of any new developments 
in the war situation now reaching its latest crucial stage because 
of events in Russia, 

Another factor in the President’s strategy, which was mapped 
out after a series of conferences with congressional leaders, is that 
the delay in considering more controversial proposals for neutrality 
revision will give the administration an opportunity to°take the 
measure of isolationist opposition more fully. The vote on the 
amendment to arm merchant vessels will tend to show the strength 
of the group in the two houses. 


EASIER FOR WAVERERS Still another factor is said to be 

a desire on Mr. Roosevelt's part 
to make it as easy as possible for wavering Republicans to support 
the program. At least one G. O. P. leader is reported to have told 
the President that a recommendation for outright repeal would 
make it difficult for many of these wavering minority members to 
go over to the administration's foreign policy gracefully, whereas 
their support might ultimately be counted upon if given a chance 
to change gradually and less conspicuously. 

Master of strategy that he is, Mr. Roosevelt is thought not to 
have overlooked any of these considerations. Over and above all 
else, the important thing, of course, was not to risk defeat of any 
major part of his program at this time. Observers have been quick 
to point out that had he asked for repeal and been defeated in 
either the house or senate the effect of such a defeat on morale in 
Great Britain and Russia might be disastrous. Caution dictated a 
safer course. It is all a part of the policy of giving progressive 
assistance to the victims of Axis aggression. 


MAY BE AMENDED There is still the possibility—probability 

might be a more appropriate word 
that more drastic revision may be decided on when the measure 
reaches the senate for final consideration. The program is for the 
bill to be taken up by the house first. As passed there it would 
be confined to the specific proposal of the President for authority 
to arm our merchant vessels. After reaching the senate floor 
amendments could be pressed, if the situation Pooks feasible, calling 
for elimination of those provisions of the act which prohibit the 
movement of American ships in war zonés., 

Already notice has been served by individual senators of their 
intention to offer such amendments. It may give Mr. Roosevelt an 
opportunity to revert to his self-described role as the quarterback 
in government. He may call the play if the timing seems propitious. 
The emphasis given in his message to the imperative need for de- 
livering goods under the American flag does not foreclose such a 
play. 

Some of the President’s strongest supporters on foreign policy 
would welcome events taking that sort of a turn. 
appointed that his# specific recommendations to congress were con- 
fined to the arming proposal, and thought that the time was ripe 
for a showdown with isolationists on complete repeal.

MISSION OF APPEASEMENT It is interesting to note that 
the Board of Regents commite 


tee has been to Birmingham on a mission of appeasement. 

The general idea, as gathered from the report on the estab- 
lishment of the committee, was that it was to go to the Southern 
Univeristy Conference and say to it that in the future it would 
lynch no more professors and fire no more teachers for not being 
“right” politically, if the state university system were left on the 
accredited list. 

This is, in itself, surprising, as the governor, a member of the 
appeasement committee, announced some time ago that the ac- 
crediting agencies didn’t mean anything; that Georgia did her own 
accrediting, and that if the university system were taken off the 
list because of the political domination over the university and col- 
leges, it would enable him to save money by cutting the salaries of 
teachers in half. 

As time goes on, more and more of those few who were duped 
in the beginning are coming to see what a bald-faced,; deliberate 
falsehood was the charge that an effort was being made to estab- 
lish social equality between whites and colored and how false, im- 
possible and ridiculous was the charge that an effort was being 
made to have white and colored schoolchildren go to school to- 
gether. In the first place, the state constitution forbids it, and in 
the second place, anyone willing to think about it would know there 
would be no one so foolish as to want to attempt it had there been, 
as there was not, someone who wanted so to do. 


Be that as it may, the appeasement committee is interesting. It 
is, in effect, an apology and an admission that they were wrong 
before, and a promise not to be wrong any more. 


It may be that the various grand jury presentments in many 
counties, speaking out against the rape of the educational system, 
have had some effect, too. Ls 

Whatever it is, the appeasement group is significant and in- 


teresting. 

AND SO DIFFERENT It is such a different spirit, too. It 
was not many months ago that the 

Board of Regents was a shouting, belligerent group voting 10 to § 

against common sé€nse and 10 to 5 against the evidence. 

Their attitude toward the university system was reminiscent of 
the colored boy’s words to a catfish he had caught and which was 
wiggling in his hands: 

“Don’t be afraid, little catfish. 
and cut off yo’ head.” 

They did, too, by many votes of 10 to 5. Now, to find a spirit 
of appeasement in the group is refreshing, even though there will 
be those who will wonder just how deep is their repentence and just 
how long it will last. 

What the public may forget that not just two men were 
dismissed -in the famous “hearing,” but that five were fired then 
and that later five more were dismissed simply because they were 
not “right” politically. 

Since that time annual reports have been published which 
showed that the one foundation most abused and falsified about, 
the Rosenwald Fund, last year, as in other years, contributed much 
more money to white education than to Negro; that it had enabled 
one of the white colleges in the university system to add a third 
year of courses; that it had been a constructive force which did not 
ask teachers to teach anything at all, but supplied merely the money.

Let There Be Quietude 


Mayor LeCraw has signed a new ordinance, 
duly and properly passed by Atlanta’s city 
council. That ordinance is Intended to lessen 
the unnecessary noise upon the city streets. 

It prohibits the sounding of auto horns 
when vehicles are not in motion, save when 
warning is necessary to prevent accident. It 
prohibits the use of sirens or other unusual 
noise-making devices on privately owned cars. 
It prohibits use of the auto horn when a car 
is in motion, until after the brakes have been 
applied. 

There are one or two phases of the ordinance 
which are confusing. That final clause about 
use of the horn when a machine is in motion, 
for instance: Most drivers, in emergency, slam 
on brakes and blow horn simultaneously. And 
circumstances not infrequently arise where 
safety demands the use of the horn and the 
acceleration of speed, also. , 

But, on the whole, the new ordinance is 
good. If enforced. If it reduces the amount 
of unnecessary noise, it will conduce to greater 
comfort, calmer nerves and longer lives for 
Atlantans generally. 

One magnificent reform it may achieve {is 


the return of the younger generation to the 


rules of courtesy when calling on friends. For 
it will forbid the blowing of horns outside 
friends’ homes, as signals of arrival or 
impatience. 

The youthful swain will have to leave his 
car, ring the doorbell and gallantly escort his 
lady love to the car in person. If such a reform 
can be brought about, this will be just about 
the most miraculous ordinance enacted since 
Atlanta was Marthasville.

Decides Which Way the

Watch any legislative body in operation and you will discover 
that most of the members are busy killing time while a few old 
hands do the work and decide what shall be done. New members 
are babes lost in the woods. They don't evep know what it’s all 
about, 

This helplessness of amateurs is even more painfully evident 
in small-town mass meetings. A few men direct and control what- 
ever is done, while the others sit in mystified silence until asked 
to vote. 

Organized workers—most of them newly taken in by unions— 
are like the general run of Americans in most particulars, and 
equally ignorant of parliamentary hocus-pocus and the guile of 
politics. 

Assembled to conduct union affairs, they are merely part of 
the scenery. They are too bashful to stand up and talk, and they 
haven't the trick of impressing listeners if they attempt it. Realiz- 
ing their ignorance of parliamentary procedure, they feel infergor 
and helpless. And if they attempt anything not approved by- the 
bosses, they are quietly and adroitly squelched by some cool ex- 
pert who knows the tricks and the rules, 

That is one reason why a few Communists can dominate thou- 
sands of workers who are good Americans. ‘The Communists are 
experts. In the first place, they are sincere zealots who have given 
their lives to the cause. They meet after working hours to be in- 
structed by experts from Moscow. And every one of them knows 
parliamentary procedure and the art of handling crowds. They 
dominate because they know their job. They handle ordinary worke- 
ers as easily as a professional fighter handles an awkward oaf whoa 
never had on a pair of gloves. 

They don't admit being Communists. The first trick they learn 
is deception. They profess to be and seem to be nothing more than 
fellow workers who are sympathetic, kind, sincere and naturally 
gifted in the art of persuading, organizing and controlling men. 

They talk about labor’s grievances and seem to be interested 
in higher wages or other benefits, but when they engineer a strike, 
its purpose in every instance is political. If they win, their gain 
is power. 

All of which may seem unimportant while Russia is on our 
side, but any foreign ism that has power to close American face 
tories and tie up American ships is:a threat to the liberties of 
every person in this country. ‘

GEORGIA’S WOES LAID 
TO ONE-PARTY SYSTEM 
Editor Constitution: The state 
of Georgia and any tree state can 
be described as a spirit—the ag- 
gregate or composite personality 
of all the persons, firms, corpora- 
Lions, associations, secieties, 
lodges, unions, churches, cliques, 
claques, and groups which men 
and women join in satisfaction ol 
the gregarian inswunct. 
Unfortunately, however, these 
groups of inifinite variety and ca- 
pacity for good or evil are domi- 
nated by the Democratic party. 
This party is dominant because its 
thousands of members mistakenly 
consider it alone as the state. 
Therefore, they demand for it a 
monopoly of political discussion.

eastern Conference unbeaten and untied after the first 
fortnight of play, who would have named Vanderbilt? — 

I do not expect the class to come to order. Everything is 
disorder. Every conference team except the Commodores 
of Coach Red Sanders have bit the dust of gridirons far 
and near. 

Not all of them have been beaten or tied within the con- 
ference, but the fact remains that all except Vandy have 
dark marks against thern, Vandy has licked Purdue and 
Kehtucky. The Commodores, with a great freshman team 
last year, were figured greatly improved, but they have 
come farther faster-than most observers expected. 


So it’s to be a tough assignment for Georgia Tech 
on Saturday at Dudley field, Nashville. On the 
Jacket side, however, Pat McHugh and Anderson re- 
turn and Bosch will be in better shape. 


Going back to the beaten or tied status of most teams, 
it is not to be construed as an amazing thing. There is a 
wider distribution of good talent than ever. Rules have 
made it impossible for a favored few to load up with the 
best boys.

I am glad, for one, that it’s this way.

Notre Dame, Tech’s conqueror last 
Saturday, does not have any restrictions except maybe as 
to the greatness of talent. . 

They used to say of Knute Rockne that he would line up 
his boys for a 100-yard dash on the opening day of practice. 


Rockne had a gate on the finish line, the story 
goes, and instructed the gatekeeper to close it after 
11 seconds. Those who got through were varsity 
men. The others scrubbed it out. 


I would not vouch for the veracity of this yarn, not 
having been there, but the fact remains that Notre Dame 
gets the top talent of all the Catholic schools. ; 

In the past few years Notre Dame has not been getting 
the most out of its talent. This was a well-recognized fact 
when Frank Leahy was brought in from Boston College 
to succeed Elmer Layden. 

Leahy has wrought a wonderful change in a short time. 
He has discarded the old stock stuff and installed his own 
innovations, or those he has brought out of the musty pages 
of the old football records. 


It's a new Notre Dame outfit. Opponents will 
find it tough to beat. Iowa, invariably a jinx team to 
the Irish, had better take to the storm cellars when 
Leahy heads toward the tall corn country with his 
South Bend muscle men. 

Actually Notre Dame didn’t open up and show a great 
deal at Grant field last Saturday.

Secret Radios 


Greenland Station View- 
ed as No Isolated Ger- 
man Project. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(4)— 
The United States Navy’s capture 
ot a secret radio station in Green- 
land was expected in some quar- 
ters today to be followed by an 
intensified hunt for other such 
transmitters or expeditions seek- 
ing to establish them. 

It was suggested that the “Ger- 
man sponsored expedition” which 
the Navy yesterday reported it 
had seized was perhaps part of a 
larger and continuing German at- 
tempt to maintain weather and 
military reporting facilities on the 
island, not an isolated incident. 

At London, informed sources 


said the seizure of the radio sta- 


tion probably saved the lives of 


|}hundreds of Britons by depriving 


the Luftwaffe of weather informa- 


|tion needed in planning air raids 
over the British Isles. (Long range 
| weather forecasts require know!l- 


edge of the movement of air 


'masses at far distant points.) 


The Berlin Press made no ime 
mediate mention of the incident, 
appearing to wait for some official 
indication on how the news should 
be treated. 

Bombers Were Reported. 

The first known Nazi weather- 


military reconnaissance expedition 


to Greenland was in the summer 
of 1940. The State Department 
reported at that time that three 
ships from occupied Norway ar- 
rived off the Greenland coast and 
one of them landed parties which 
the department described as 
“nominally for scientific pur- 
poses,” but actually for weather 
reporting assistance to German 
operations in the North Atlantic. 

The department also _ reported 
that German bombers, apparently 
on reconnaissance missions, flew 
over the island. 

President Roosevelt told a 
press conference last spring that 
he was not at all satisfied that 
some form of Nazi occupation in 
some sections of Greenland had 
not occurred. 

His remarks recognized the dif- 


| ficulty of keeping watch over all 
| the vast expanses of the island 
| with its many inlets and estuaries.

Apparently Unused. 

impression given by yes- 
terday’s Navy announcement, 
however, was that direction-firnd- 
ing did not figure in the discovery 
of the Gestapo’s transmitter, but 
that it resulted from the encounter 
with the Norwegian vessel and the 
subsequent search of the coast line. 
The tense used in the Navy ane 
nouncement concerning the station 
— ‘From which were to be sent” 
reports—suggested the transmitter 
was seized before messages could

be sent to the German admiralty 
.and Luftwaffe. 


Radio experts here, lacking de- 
tailed information from the Navy, 
assumed that the transmitter was 
of short-wave type, perhaps a mo- 
bile unit for movement from place 
to place to throw off search by 
radio-bearing equipment. 

ven if transmitters eventually 
into British or American 
hands, they pointed out, the loss 
of the equipment and seizure of 
the personnel would be worth the 
investment if any substantial 
amount of data for U-boat com- 


'manders and the German air force 


had been cleared. 

For this reason, it was suggested 
in some quarters that the Nazis 
would not be discouraged by the 
loss of one transmitter, a 60-ton 
ship and the seizure of 20 men. 


Up, Study Shows 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(/)-~ 
American women are crowding the 
Biblical life span of three score 
and 10 years. 

The expectation of life at birth 
in 1939 was 66.4 years for white 
females and 62.6 years for white 
males, statisticians of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company 
said today. 

Their figures showed that 
1900 women had added 15 1-3 
years and men 14 1-3 years to 
their average life expectancy, a 
record which the statisticians said 
“bears eloquent witness to the vi- 
tality of the American people.” 

The study showed anew that the 
death rate was materially higher 
among unmarried men than among 
unmarried women, om in both 
sexes the married lived longer 
than the single.

Insomnia 


By Ida Jear. Kain. 


In the good old days, your stock 
explanation of sleeplessness would 
probably have been “something I 
ate.” But nowadays when you 
' are discomforted by long spells of 
‘insomnia, among the questions 
| your doctor asks is what you are 
i not eating in the way of vitamins, 

Foods good for the sheep count- 
ers lead off with the sources of 
ithe vitamin B complex-——which 
' seems almost to be running our 
lives. These are the whole grain 
breads and _ cereals, enriched 
bread, meat organs, whole wheat 
germ and yeast. The B complex 
may also be obtained in concen- 
trated form. 

Next come the fruits and vege- 
tables and milk products, which 
fill out your required list of vi- 
'tamins and minerals. The esti« 
| mated vitamin and mineral allow- 

ances are for people in normal 
| health. With prolonged sleepless- 
'ness, it may be that you need to 
| increase your daily intake. Instead 
of just one citrus fruit, you may 
require two or three for extra vi-e 
tamin C. Milk and its products 
are your richest source of calci- 
um, which serves as a buffer for 
your nervous system. Besides 
your daily pint of milk, you might 
do well to have some kind of 
cheese. 

After that comes the matter of 
exercise. If you are run down, 
you should take it easy. Your doc- 
tor may recommend massage for a 
while, but usually he also suggests 
some sport which will take you 
out of doors for at least an hour 
a day, and preferably longer. The 
exercise should be mild so as not 
to overstimulate you or overtax 
your already depleted viality. 

If you can’t possibly manage an 
outdoor sport, you can get good, 
exhilarating diversion with such 
indoor games as tennis or bad- 
minton, and you can swim at an 
indoor pool. 

And as a last resort, there’s ex- 
ercise which you can do at home, 
It may seem like work to you, but 
it will help you to unknik your 
nerves. Since your main object 
is to relax your nerves, alternate 
mild muscular contraction with 
absolute relaxation. When you 
have completed a movement, let 
go—don’t say to yourself, “Now, 
I must relax,” or you will talk 
yourself out of it. And that’s an 
excellent principle to apply when 
you are trying to go to sleep. In- 
stead of saying over and over that 
you must sleep, let go. 

Another sleep rule is: Go to 
sleep. Don’t try to read your- 
self to sleep. You probably won't 
bother with the dull stories that 
would act as a soporifie and keep 
hunting around until you find one 
that leaves you wide awake with 
your mind in high. 

And here isa final tip: A stub- 
born case of insomnia warrants a 
visit to your doctor for,a 
‘plete check-over, Insomnia may 
be a danger signal, but there's 
probably nothing seriously wrong 
with you.
